BROOKLYN, Jan. 21.—(#)—John 
H. McCooey. for 24 years the boss 
of Brooklyn democrats and chief ally 
of Tammany Hall, died early today. 

The rotund, jovia'. white-haired po- 
litical leader of New York city’s heav- 
iest-voting borough was 69 years old. 
He had been confined to his home for 
'a week and succumbed to heart dis- 
ease. 

McCooey's death came as his power 
waned. 

Only by fullest exertion of his 
‘strength did he stave off a sweep of 
his district leaders to Joseph V. Me- 
Kee, the independent democrat back- 
ed by James A. Farley in last No- 
vember’s mayoralty, and hold the 
hulk of his organization in line for 
John P. O'Brien, the Tammany can- 
didate for re-election.

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Night Raider Spreads Terror 


By Hurling Gas Into Bedrooms 


FINCASTLE, Va., Jan. 21.—(P)— 
e gas man” has come to have a 
sinister meaning to farmers’ families 
of Botetourt county, Va., where there 
are no meters to read. Doors and win- 
dows are securely locked at night and 
men with shot guns ready keep noc- 
turnal watch over their homes to 
guard against the stealthy marauder 
who hurls gas into rooms where sleep- 
ing families are overcome or made 
violently ill. 

Rural sections have been terrorized 
for a month and as yet authorities 
who have been called out repeatedly in 
the dead of night after the attack 
have obtained no more than shadowy 
clues as to the perpetrator. Once or 
twice victims have caught glimpses of 
a man fleeing in the night and. twice 
an automobile has been seen speed- 
ing away from the scene of attacks, 
but no one has_ been able to 
see either closely enough to obtain a 
good description. Several times a wom- 

s footprints have been found, lead- 
to the belief that the gas thrower has 
a female confederate. 

What motive is behind the attack 
no one has been able to advance. Cir- 
cumstances suggest to some investiga- 
tors that the attacks are the work 
of pranksters and to others of dement- 
ed persons but all who have been vic- 
tims of the gas agree to the fiend- 
ish efficiency of the perpetrator’s ef- 
forts. 

One doctor has treated several of 
the victims of the nauseating fumes 
is convinced the gas used at least on 
one occasion is deadly chlorine, Other 
physicians have been unable to de- 
termine from the symptoms of their 
patients what kind of gas is used.

Educator and Scholar. 


Mrs. Thomas Henry Northen, be- 
loved Atlanta woman and widely 
known as an educator and a scholar, 
died Sunday night at her residence 
at 766 Piedmont avenue after a long 
illness.

NRA Is Challenge to Negro, 
Editor Tells Urban League 


W. T. Anderson Says Ad-| 
South’s Chance ‘To Get 


Rebecea Harrison, all of At. | 


Out of the Ditch.’ 


Georgia’s poverty and the south’s 
poverty, thinks W. T. Anderson, ed- 
itor of the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph, 
is like the itch. “A man can have 
the itch so long,” he said in an ad- 
dress here Sun lay night, “and scratch 
it so bard that whe: you cure him of 
it be is mad at you.” 

Mr. Anderson was the chief. speak- 
er at the twelfth annual meeting of 


the Atlanta Urban League, an organ- 


ization with natioual_ affiliatiors 
which promotes the interests of the 
negro race. The topic of his address 
was “The South’s Poverty and What 
We Ought to Do About It.” A large 
audience heard him in the First Con- 
gregational church, at Houston and 
Courtland streets. 

“We have been poor in the south 
since the Civil War,” said Mr. An- 
derson, “poor and proud of it. Now, 
under the national recovery adminis- 
tration, we have the opportunity: to 
get out of the ditch. The NRA is a 
challenge, it is a challenge to justice 
on the part of the white people, and 


'a challenge to efficiency on the part 


of the negro.” 
League Active in 1933. 

Before hearing Mr. Anderson, the 
audience received from Reginald A. 
Johnson, executive secretary of the 
Urban League, a report of the organ- 
ization’s activity during 1932. The 
report caused Mr. Anderson to say 
that the remedy for Georgia’s poverty 
ay in wider application of the ef- 
forts of the league, with its training 
schools and educational programs. 
The league sponsored 212 meetings 
during the year and had a total at- 
tendance of 45.040; it reached 4.600 
persons in its work in vocational guid- 
ance: it superintended the cultivation 
of 25 1-2 garden acres and provided 
for 116 families with a total of 426 
persons; it conducted a_ training 
school for janitors: and sponsored 
nine Boy Scout troops: negro women 
affilinted with it sewed more than 
200 garments for the Red Cross, the 
organization sponsored 79 meetings in 
negro homes. reaching 3.307 persons. 

“Such activities.” said Mr. Ander- 
son, “are the best remedy we can call 
on for the ills which beset us. For if 
the challenge to the whites is justice. 
the challenge to the negro is for ef- 
ficiency. I firmly believe that here 
in the south, where the negro is best 
understood, if he is honest. and punec- 
tual, and intelligent, and efficient, he 
has the inside track in many fields 
of employment.” 

Must Pay Workers Fairly. 

“We have got to get away from 
working people for nothing. And the 
minimum wages under the NRA codes 
have provided us with a start. Be- 
fore, we paid 75 cents a day for labor 
—7 1-2 cents an hour for 10 hours— 
and when the negro we hired turned 
to stealing in order to buy his wife 
and children food we sent him to the 


| chain gang. 


“We paid him 75 cents a day to 
work and then paid $1.77 a day to 
feed and, house him in jail and guard 
him. I had two janitors working for 
me for $7 a week. The NRA came 
and I had to pay each of them $14 
a week. Did they see dust any bet- 
ter? Not a bit. When we talked of 
staging an NRA parade in Macon 
representative negroes came to us and 
said the colored people weren’t friend- 
ly to the NRA because a lot of them 
had lost their jobs. 

“Looking at the matter from an- 
other angle, I suppose it is natural 


| for a man to be willing to discharge 
' a negro he pays $7 and hire a white 


men when he has to, pay $14. The 
challenge, as I see it, is for efficiency. 
And it is a business proposition. And 
in this work, white people are not 
interested in the negro primarily be- 
cause they are sorry for him, or sym- 
pathetic with him. With us it is—it 
should be—a matter of justice, with- 
out respect to color, or creed or eco- 
nomic condition. Somebody said that 
if you want to keep a mule in a ditch 
you have to get down in the ditch 
with it. I want to get out of the 
ditch, and I am willing for the negro 
to get out too. 
League’s Work Pretest 

“The work of the Urban League, 
with its training schools, its real ef- 
fort to assist the negro in qualifying 
for work and the qualifications for 
citizenship, promises the greatest 
measure of development for the negro

Mr. Anderson paid tribute to the 
devotion of the negro to his owners 
during the Civil ‘War and after. He 
emphasized that the negro is best 
known and best liked in the south, 
where he is best understood and that 
here the negro can accomplish most 
for himself and his dependents provid.

era.

Experts Say Prince Plan 
Estimated Savings Are 


4 Times Too High. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(4)— 
Estimated economies to southern rail- 
roads under the Prince consolidation 
plan were slashed by more than three- 
fourths in a report submitted by a 
committee of railroad experts of the 
south to Joseph Eastman, federal co- 
ordinator of transprtation. 

Eastman in his report to congress 
and to President Roosevelt Saturday 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion asserted any move for immediate 
consolidation would be “unwise.” His 
report was accompanied by various 
studies. 


The committee estimated the annual

The general debasement of civiliz- 
ed standards which the nazi move- 
ment has brought about in Germany 
could not be better illustrated than 
by an article published in a German 
legal paper, wherein a German judge 
urges his colleagues to “interpret the 
law freely” so that any nazi who has 
committed political crime as part of 
his “duty” may go unpunished. He 
adds that, in order to save “timid 
spirits’ any qualms about so doing, 
the impending “renovation” of Ger- 
man law will certainly place “this 
matter” “on a proper legal basis.” 

This attitude is of course a_ fa- 
miliar one; the theory that the law 
is merely the servant of those in 
power is old enough, and disreputable 
enough, to serve the purposes of any 
dictatorship whatever. Judges should 
be lions, but “lions under the throne,” 
wrote Bacon a few years before the 
judges of England informed a king 
of England that they would be noth- 
ing of the kind. But it has been left 
to a judge of nazi Germany to advise 
his colleagues that they should rather 
be jackals there. 

“This doctrine” (that pretended 
necessity of state can condone mur- 
der) “is in conformity with the an- 
cient Germany ways.” Dr. ‘Dietrich- 
Hechingen, the writer of the article, 
argues, quite in the manner of a nazi 
who thinks that iniquity becomes 
more respectable if you can find a 
pedigree for it. Because _ primitive 
man painted himself blue and offer- 
ed up human sacrifices, most moid- 
ern Europeans all go out and do 
likewise ?

boro and as soticitor of the old city 
court of Jonesboro, which has abolish- 
ed in 1906. Judge Hutcheson moved 
from Jonesboro to Turner county after 
the court was abolished and for a few 
years practiced law in Ashburn. He 
was elected to the legislature from 
Turner county in 1914 and served dur- 
ing 1915 and 1916, being chairman 
of the special committee which han- 
dled the leasing of the Western & 
Atlantic railroad for the first time. 
In 1916 when the legislature voted 
to increase the number of judges on 


| the court of appeals, Judge Hutcheson 
was one of 14 candidates for three 
| newly created posts. He finished 
fouth in popular vote and fifth in 
unit vote, barely missing being elected 
to that high office.

After completing his legislative 
term Judge Hutcheson returned to 
_ Jonesboro and practiced law there un-

During his long service on the bench 
Judge Hutcheson has presided over 
a number of important trials, in both 
the Stone Mountain and Atlanta cir- 
cuits where he served as a visiting 
judge.

If conscience and conception of 
decency won't restrain a “spineless 
creature” from breaking up anoth- 
er woman’s home, fear of having to 
face the court and pay a fine won't 
restrain her. 


As for the matter of divorcing yout 
husband who has been unfaithful, this 
you have a perfect right to do; but 
even here there is a question if you 
will do wisely to exercise your right. 
The crippled child must be supported 
and his father is the logical one to 
do it. After he is divorced he is, to 
some extent, freed of the necessity. 
Although the courts may order him 
to pay alimony, the chances are that 
he wil) remarry and if he 1s poor the 
second family’s claim on him will he 
satisfied first. Just ask the women 
who have divorced their husbands how 
much difficulty they have had collect- 
ing their allotted alimony. They will 
tell you that alimony is 4 delusion 
and a snare, that they collect more 
excuses than cash and that with every 
passing year payments decrease. 


But 
if the effort on your part to make 
her pay costs you more than it 
eomes to, you are worse off than 
she.
